Dr.  Bryan  has  one  in 
Shanghai,  China;  Dr.  J.  J.  Taylor,  one  in 
Sao  Paulo,  Brazil;  and  Rev.  C.  E.  Smith,  one 
in  Ogboitnoshaw,  Africa.  This  last  has  been 
in  operation  several  years. 

We  must  train  ^native  converts  for  the 
Gospel  Ministry.  After  all,  while  mission- 
aries plant  th?  s:ed,  a ccuntry  must  be  evan- 
gelized largely  through  preachers  who  come 
from  the  people  th-mselves.

I thought  that  I would  give  you  an  ac- 
count of  our  work  up  in  this  part  of  the  Del- 
ta. I have  been  serving  this  chnrcl*  three 
years  and  two  months.  Will  say  that  no  pa- tor 
has  a better  people.  Salary  paid  monthly, 
and  always  paid  in  full.  Pound  hi  n regular- 
ly Thanksgiving  and  Christmas;  pelt  him  all 
through  the  year.  But  best  of  all,  is  the  con- 
secrated men  and  women  that  hold  up  the 
pa-tors  hands;  two-thirds  of  the  male  mem 
bers  will  lead  in  prayer  and  jtake  part  in 
public  worship.  Have  an  ever  green  Sunday 
School,  concluded  and  carried  du  by  Dr  A. 

P.  Rose,  \ty.*E.  Robertson,  Mrs.  C.  H.  M ze, 
Mrs.  J M Langstan,  Mrs.  C.  jV.  Robertson 
and  Miss  Normap  Rose.  Noble  men  and 
women.  Have  a good  working  L.  A.  S.  and 
Ladies’  prayer  meeting.  Our  church  has  a 
fine  prayer  meeting  with  a good  and  regular  , 
attendance.  Now,  a synopsis  of  the  woik, 
done  by  this  church  since  I have  been  with  -) 
them.  1898  my  work  began.  I found  the 
Church  "without  seats,  seated  fbe  church  in 
this  year;  look  the  first  mrisijan  collection 
ever  taken  by  its  pastor  as  far  as  we  can  learn. 
Raised  this  year  for  benevolent  purposes, 
leaving  pastor’s  salary  out,  $302  20.  . In  1899 
raised  $94.45  for  b^nevc  lenoe,  and  built  a 
pastor  in  m;  $390.90  being  the  cbpreh  expenses, 
besides  pastor's  salary. 

| In  1900  the  church  raised  $194.33,  for  be- 
nevolence and  paid  off  a $100.00  note  on  pas- 
toiium.  In  cur  first  conference  meeting  1901, 
the  church  vottd  tio  support  everything  that 
our  denomination  fo-ters,  atid  appointed 
eight  commi'tees  to  look  afttjr  this  work. 
Already  we  have  taken  our  Foreign  and 
Home  missions  pnd  forward-.d  it  to  Bro. 
Rowe;  have  paid  <tff  a $64.60  ncjte  against  the 
pasfor's  heme,  hate  money  on  dj. posit  to  have 
church  painted  and  prpered,  running  the 
amount  fot  this  year  for  benevdlence,  to  the 
nice  little  sum  of  *158.40 

A 1 this  money  was  raised  the  scriptural 
way.  No  supperi,  tacky-par.i^s  or  anything 
of  that  kind  Tbe  Lord  lov:k  a cheerful 
giver,  is  our  motjto.  Total  Aifaouut  raised, 
leaving  off  pastor’^  salary,  for  3 years  and  2 
months,  as  taken  from  church  treasurer's 
book,  $1240.28.  Have  a memfcership  of  49, 
but  scattered,  about  30  living  in  reach  of 
churchs;  have  received  29  members  in  this 
time,  3 years. 

Now,  Bro.  Elilpr,  as  this  is  rajy  first  time  to  ■ 
say  anything  about  our  work  over  here,  I 
hope  you  will  pardon  me.  Prajy  tar  us  that 
we  may  tallow  Jesus,  that  he  may  make  us 
fishers  of  men.  perhaps  wd  injay  say  some- 
thing about  P.efuge  church  later  on.

Christian  Index , in  its  old 
ItsdU  through  a two  column 
deliverance  on  the  some- 
what; clamsiiydiitfcd  -subject : “The  Home 
Base  of  Sepj®’f  Theory  of  Missions,’’  the 
purpose  being  #V’ve  that  the  present  effort, 
in  Iff  me  Mission,  l*  Out  of  proportion  to- Our 
/ irefon  Mi  sk  frurk,  unptriptural,  hurtful, 
and  of  coarse -jolbe  discontinued— to  all  of 
whic^i  we’  ent«a)t.iost  emphatic  demurer.  * 
Ttye  editr  n«e<i'i  -pjestion  begins  by  saying 
that  “We  hat  ^icently  read  a number  of 
pleas,  the  barfjfajoi  which  was  a greater  en- 
largement of  mf'  -ljpt)  work  in  onr  ow»  coun- 
try i’i  ami  that^th-  ground  of  the  plea  is  that 
this  Country  istjhe'  ba-ye  of  supply’  for  foreign 
work,  and  the*oiK  we  do  at  home,  the  mere 
shall  we  be  atjft  f do  abroad— after  au  hile. 
• We  {ftefer  read  one  of  these  pleas, 

but  that  our  cliilftAn  sense  revolts  at  .it,  and 
despite  the  a<$f>it  wa>  *n  whic&  the  argu- 


ments are  made,  we  feel  that  thme  is  some- 
thing specious^  and  even  fabe  in  t^tera  ” 

Our  Lord  is  next  pictured  as  feking  fare- 
well leave  of  His  disciples,  and  commission 
ing  them  to  all  the  nations  to  preach  the  i 
t gospel,  during  which  solemn  mojnents  “He 
had  mo  ‘base  of  supply’  idea  narjowing  His 
outlook  or  contracting  His  purpose.”  Then, 
again,  it  asks,  “Why  did  not  Paul  stay  in 
Palestine,  and  gather  a ’base  of* supply’  for 
future  operations?”  Also,  ‘‘Why  did  he  not 
stay  jn  Asia  Miuor,  and  develop  a ‘base  of  j 
supply’  for  future  operations  in  Europe?” 

Now,  it  is  passing  strange,  that  Dr.  Bell 
did  not  see  the  plain,  simple  answer,  to  his 
questions  right  before  him,  refuting  and  de- 
stroying his  argument  while  he  made  it.  We 
do  not,  for  the  life  of  us,  see  why  any  broth-  j 
■fer’s  Christian  sense  should  revolt  at  an  effort, 
even  much  gre.atert  han  Southern  Baptists  are 
now  making  to  establish  what  is  here  sneered 
at,  as  a ‘‘base  of  supply”  for  present  and  fu- 
ture operations  in  mission  work,  when  we  re- 
member that  our  divine  Lord  and  Master  spent 
the  whole  of  His  stay  on  earth  in  establishing 
a * base  of  supply”  for  the  work  He  could  but 
leave  to  His  disciples,  after  He  had  done  His 
work?  -And  a paper  so  well  informed  as  the 
Index  will  not  have  the  temerity  to  deny  it 
either,  we  are  sure. 

As  to  Paul’s  leaving  Palestine  without 
waiting  to  establish  a ‘‘base  of  supply,”  why, 
b’ess  your  life,  brother,  he  found  the  ‘‘base  of 
supply”  gathered  by  our  Lord  in  his  day, 
which  he  was  trying  to  break  up,  when  her 
was  called  to  preach  the  gospel,  when  on  bis 
. wj»y  to  Damascus.  Nor  did  he  leave  Asia 
Minor  for.  Europe  until  he  had  a strong  ‘‘base 
of  supply”  established,  on  which  he  made 
frequent  and  heavy  draughts,  all  the  remain- 
der of  his  life. 

Yes,  ‘ the  New  Testament  is  a powerfully 
strong  foreign  mission  book but  it  is 
equally  as  strong  on  home  missions,  we  are 
glad  to  know.  Were  not  the  disciples  to  be- 
gin their  work  of  evangelization  at  Jerusalem, 
or  homef  When  the  Spirit  said  lo  the  church 
at  Antioch,  ‘‘Separate  me  Saul  and  Barqabas 
for  the  work  whereunto  I have  called  them,”  j 
did  that  call  of  these  two,  to  the  foreign  work, 
not  virtually  carry  with  it  a call  to  all  the 
rest  to  remain  at  home  and  establish  a ‘ base 
of  supply”  for  those  who  had  gone  into  the 
‘‘regions  beyond?”  It  surely  did,  and  strange 
that  the  Index  did  not  see  it 

Even,  when  William  Carey  would  go  into 
the  “foreign  parts,”  he  had  a strong  pledge  s 
from  Andrew  Fuller  and  others  that  they 
would  “hold  the  ropes,”  that  is,  [establish  a 
“base  of  supply,”  while  he  went  down  iuto 
* the  deep,  damp  well  of  heatheniso^.  And  as 
we  understand  it,  that  is  just  what  the  mis- 
sionaries to  “foreign  parts”  want  now-a  days 
—somebody  to  hold,  and  not  cut  the  rope,  or 
establish  and  not  destroy  the  “base  of  sup- 
ply,” from  which  can  be  drawn  not  merely 
mone^,  but  men  acd  women  as  well. 

7 h<\  Index  sums  up  its  objections,  to  home 
missions,  for  that  is  what  it  amounts  to,  when 
boiledj  down,  whether  intended  as  such  or 
not,  ufider  these  three  heads: 

t.  “That  this  theory,  and  the  plea < under 
it,  demand  that  far  more  be  done  for  those 
who  already  have  a great  deal,  than  for  those 


who  have  little  or  nothing.”  “It  is  a depriv- 
ing of  the  poor  and  s'arving  to  fill  the  barns 
of  the  rich.”  But  is  it  true?  Let  us  see. 
One  soil,  out  of  Christ,  is  as  poor  as  any 
other  soul  out  of  Christ,  and  it  does  not  mat- 
ter where  you  find  him — in  the  palaces  of  the 
great,  or  the  shamble?  of  the  poor.  There 
are  just  about  12,000,000  souls  in  this  fair 
Southland  of  ours  without  Christ,  and  they, 
are  as  needy  and  precious  in  His  sight  as  any 
other  like  number  that  can  be  found  on  His 
footstool.  And  they  are  jusft  as  anxious  to 
have  the  gospel  preached  tp  them  as  the 
heathen,  who,  as  a rule,  are  not  anxious  at 
all.  The  heathen  have  never  asked  us  for 
the  gospel : the  fact  is,  they  don’t  want  it. 
But  Christ  has  asked  of  us  for*  them,  and  woe 
be  unto  us  if  we  should  fail  to  give  it  to  them, 
as  He  commands. 

2.  * ‘ Ijt  is  the  narrow,  selfish  spirit  which 
looks  at  what  is  ‘ours,’  rather  than  that 
larger  abd  broader  spirit,  wbidh  looks  beyond 
‘ours,’  and  considers  that  which  is  outside  of 
our  immediate  possession  and  jprofit.”  A full 
and  sufficient  answer  to  this  nirrow  and  hide- 
bound argument  is  that  all  omission  work,  at 
home  dr  abroad,  looks  beyond  what  is 
“ours.”  The  millions  of  foreigners  and 
negroes  lin  the  South  are  nojt  “ours”  much 
more  than  the  for  away  Chiuatnan  is. 

3.  The  last  and  “terrible-’  argument  is 
that,  “It  leaves  one  or  two  generations  of  lost 
men  and  women  in  heathen  lands  to  die  and 
go  to  the  doom  of  the  unsaived,  while  we 
“eultivajte”  the  home  fields. 

The  full  and  complete  atipwer  to  this  is 
found  iq  the  fact  that  one  or  tf»o  generations, 
and  mofe,  died  and  went  to  this  “doom  of  the 
unsaved,  while  our  blessed  Lord  and  His 
disciples  were  “cultivating’ ’ a home  field  as 
a “base  of  supply”  for  futurf  operations  in 
His  vineyard. 

Then  there  if  no  let  up  iff  our  Foreign 
Mission  work,  nor  ever  will  be.  . The  appea's- 
for  Foreign  Missions  are  equal  to  any  made 
for  Home  M ssioas,  and  it  could  not  be  other- 
si  ise.  But  The  Index  talks  as  though  Wil- 1 
liogham  was  dead,  and  no  one  to  take  his 
place  could  be  found  ; but  he  Foreign  Mission 
seeretaiy  is  very  much  alive. 

But  here  are  two  illustrations  backing  up 
the  argument  here  made  that  are  very  rich 
indeed;  ^iear  theon : 

Let  us  suppose  a case.  Years  ago,  a fearful 
famine  raged  in  Ireland,  and  the  people  were’ 
d>iug.  The  news  came  to  America,  and  with 
it  earnest  pleas  for  help.  Potatoes  were  the ' 
food  most  needed.  And  the  Americans  had 
potatoes,  enough,  at  least,  for  their  own  use* 
Suppose  that  they  had  sent  word  back  to  the 
starving  Irish  : Yes,  we  have  potatoes,  but 
not  as  many  as  we  might  have.  So  we  will 
use  what  we  hare  for  teed,  and  cultivate  our 
home  fields  better,  and  plant  bjgger  ones,  and 
next  year  we  will  send  you  more  than  we  can  , 
now. 

Or,  suppose  that  last  year,  when  India’s 
millions  were  starving,  Ameiica  had  answered 
her  cry  for  bread  by  saying  : We  have  much 
whtat  and  of  ejxcellent  quality,  but  we  will 
keep  this  for  seed  wheat,  abd  plant  more 
ground  this  fall;  and  next  year,  from  a larger 
“base  of  supply,”  we  will  send  you  much. 
Where  would  the  starving  Indians  have 
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been  when  the  larger  crop  was  made?” 

We  submit  that  no  such  has  ever  happened 
either  with  respect  to  potatoes  for  Ireland,  or 
the  "bread  of  life”  for  the  heathen  j in  the 
event  that  it  should,  however,  the  thing  to  do 
is  to  dhide  the  potatoes.  Should  the  crop  be 
growing — well,  in  such  a case  you  would 
have  to  wait,  we  guess.  But  let’s  turn  the 
question  aronnd,  and  suppose,  that  when  the 
cry  from  famine  stricken  Ireland  reached  our 
ears,  there  was  no  “base  of  supplyj”  then 
what  would  poor  Ireland  do? 

Or  to  turn  Dr.  Bell’s  own  gun  on  him 
again,  Suppose  when  that  wail  of  the  starving 
millions  of  India  reached  our  ears,  the  “base 
of  supply”  had  already  been  exhausted,  what 
would  India  have  done  ? 

There  is  no  danger  at  thei”base  of  supply” 
so  long  as  the  drafts  on  it  are  as  heavy  as 
now — njot  a bit  in  the  world. 

Dedication  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Jackson 

Sunday,  March  10,  1901,  will  long  litre  in 
the  minds  end  hearts  of  Jackson  Baptists,!  yea, 
the  Baptists  of  the  whole  Slate.  It  was  a 
high  day.  The  atmosphere  was  character- 
istic of  the  month,  moving  and  bracing. 

The  day  was  set  for  the  dedication  of  the 
house  of  worship,  that  has  been  so  long  in 
building,  which  now  happily,  with  thanks  to 
Mississippi  Baptists  and  to  their  many  friends, 
the  State  Convention  Board,  and  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, is  paid  for- 

A great  congregation  filling  every  sept  in 
magnifeent  audience  room,  had  as-embled  at 
1 1 o’clock  to  engage  in  the  services  of  the 
hour.  With  Mrs.  Dr.  Wright  at  the  organ,  a 
splendid  choir  in  the  gallery,  together  with 
the  great  congregation,  we  had  as  fine  music 
as  one’d  soul  usually  wants  to  hear.  Pastor 
Price,  of  the  Second  Church,  lead  the  Invo- 
cation, and  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  Sec- 
retary Rowe,  who  was  present  but  unable  to 
take  the  part  assigned  him,  read  the  84th 
Psalm;  the  editor  of  Thk  Baptist  leading 
the  opening  prayer.  Pastor  Yarborough  pre- 
sented former*  Pastor  Sproles,  who  took  a 
Thank  offering  for  the  Home  Mission  Board; 
after  which  Dr.  John  L.  Johnson,  D.D.,  LL- 
D.,  president  of  Hillman  College,  preached 
the  sermon  from  1 KJngs8:57.  “ The:  Lord 
our  God  be  with  us,  as  he  was  with  our 
fathers.”  It  was  appropriate^  criptmual,  soul- 
stirring, .magnificent.  1 

At  the  close  of  the  sermon,  Pastor  Yarbo- 
rough arose  and  drew  from  his  pocket,  a large 
bundle  of  old  musty  papers,  the  notes  and 
mortgages  on  which,  in  the  days  gone  by, 
money  for  the  buildiug  of  the  house,  harj  been 
secured,  and  tearing  them  up,  said:  Hue  lit- 
terae  delendae  sunt”  these  letters  must  he 
burned-,  setting  fire  to  them  and  holding! them 
up  until  nearly  consumed,  dropped  thetp  into 
a tray,  Saying.  “So  perish  every  hindrance 
to  the  cause  of  our  Lord,  in  the  efernal 
flames.'”  It  way  the  most  joyous  coflagra- 
tion  we  ever  witnessed.  When  this  wasjover, 
the  congregation  arose,  and  the  paster  an- 
nounced that  “this  house  is  now  formally 
set  apart  to  the  worship  of  God,”  ami  Dr. 
Sproles  offered  the  dedicatory  prayer,  in 
which  he  feelingly,  tenderly  asked  th^t  the 
house  be  accepted  of  Him,  and  always  filled 
with  His  presence. 
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At  4 p.  m.,  the  B{  Y.  P.  lr.  met  in  extra 
services  appropriate  to  the  day,  and  was  ad- 
dressed by  Dr.  Broijgh  of  Mississippi  College, 
on  “Godin  Histqiy.”  It  was  one  of  the 
most  interesting  apdresses  we  evir  heard. 
When  he  had  finished,  we  said,  and  say  now, 
that  we  doubt  very  jmuch,  if  theje  is  a man  in 
Mississippi,  five  ye|is  out  of  the  Theological 
Seminar^  that  could?  weave  together  the  OH 
Testament  facts,  add  especially  of  the  period 
of  the  Judges,  Prophets  and  Kings,  and  then 
the  King  of  Kings  in  the  New  TcStiment, 
ai  did  tiiis  young  [ professor,  our  own  Dr. 
Brough,  j It  was  an  inspiration  to  all  hearts 
to  see  boW  he  made  the  Scriptures  live  and 
move  before  us  instinct  with  life  and  light 
At  nigbt  the  great  audience  room  was  tax- 
ed to  i:s  utmost  capacity  by  one  of  the  finest 
congregations  we  ever  saw.  Jackson  did  her- 
self great  honor  in  the  magnifience  of  the 
crowd  that  turned  out  to  hear  the  last  of  the 
dedicatory  services.  Dr.  Sproles  was  the 
preacher;  and  Holiness  was  his  theme  from 
the  textij. “ Be  ye  holy,  for  I am  holy.”  It 
was  a stftnon  as  good  as  the  best  we  ever 
heard,  though  the  preacher  was  so  overcome 
by  the  presence  of  so  many  of  his  old  friends 
that  he  Said  he  could  scarcely  contain  him- 
sell.  He  preached  for  forty  five  minutes,  and 
no  body  grew  weary.  Holiress  was  not  so 
much  a duty  and  command  as  it  .was  a privi- 
lege— If  we  ought  to  be  holy,  we  may  be 
holy,  wai  the  central  point  around  which  the 
discussioh  revolved.  The  feilifcg  was  so 
great  at  the  close  of  the  sern:on  that  the 
preacherlcalled  on  the  people  who  would  re- 
solve to  be  holy  in  heart  and  life,  with  God 
as  their  helper,  to  coine  and  stand  with  him 
in  front  pf  the  pulpit.  A number  rime.  Dr. 
Barrett  leading  in  the  cons  cratj  >n  prayer; 
after  which  Dr.  Sprolts  iron  mncsjd  the  bene-  ( 
diction,  closing  one  of  the  finest  days  of 
worshipful*  seryice  we  ev-  r spebt.  It  was 
good  to  be  there;  and  we  only  wi  h all  Mis- 
sissippi Baptists  could  have  been  present.
